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Long Process of Cleanup 
Starts at LeClair's Junkyard

CHESTER - After years 
of contaminated wells, in- 
vestigations, litigation, and 
complaints from neighbors, 
LeClair's Junkyard on Fre- 
mont Road is on the long road 
toward being cleaned up. 

Starting on Wednesday, 
Feb. 1, the state Department 
of Environmental Services 
(DES) had Enpro, a private 
environmental services 
firm, on site to stabilize any 
and all liquids. Enpro was 
busy last week collecting 
gas cans, oil drums and 
other containers, bringing 
them to a central location 
and figuring out what was 
in each one. 

Progress on the property 



has been rapid this year, 
beginning with record levels 
of contamination discov- 
ered in both monitoring and 
neighbors' wells, and more 
complaints from those who 
live adjacent to the property. 

Starting that process was 
the discovery of record lev- 
els of pollution, including a 
reading of 1200 micrograms 
per liter of MtBE (Methyl 
Tertiary Butyl Ether) in Jodi 
and Charles Mitchell's well 
across the street. The state 
groundwater quality stan- 
dard for MtBE is 13 micro- 
grams. 

On Jan. 10, DES, along 
with Chester code enforce- 
ment officer Thom Roy, 
conducted a site walk to 
investigate. There, among 
other debris they expected 



to find, were two over- 
turned fuel containers and 
more than 30 additional 
containers of varying condi- 
tions (at least 18, 55 gallon 
drums) filled with waste 
automotive fluids. 

Of high concern was a 
tank leaking a petroleum 
product at the time of the 
visit. Pictures show an over- 
turned tank and a swath of 
discolored ground leading 
from it. 

On a previous site visit 
late in 2011, the same con- 
tainer was upright and on 
top of a dolly. 

Though the yard is cov- 
ered with debris of various 
types, including fluorescent 
light bulbs, roofing shingles, 
trash, hundreds of tires, sid-

Hampstead School District 
NECAP Results Pleasing

HAMPSTEAD - The 
New England Common As- 
sessment Program (NECAP) 
results from testing in Octo- 
ber are in and Hampstead 
School District officials are 
smiling. 

"Overall, both schools 
did very well on the tests, 
far exceeding state averages 
in every grade level and 
subject, as well as in all 
measured subgroups - SES 
(Socio Economic Status) 
Title 1, Migrant, Special 
Education, and Limited 
English Proficiency," said 
Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg. "The 
most significant gains were 
made in the area of mathe- 
matics, where student test 
scores increased in every 
single grade level." 

He said he attributes the 
increase in math scores "to 



focused attention to math 
instruction, professional de- 
velopment and support pro- 
vided by the math coach, 
and instructional and 
schedule changes made to 
accommodate the goal of 
improving in the area of 
mathematics. The com- 
bined efforts of students, 
teachers, administrators, 
and the School Board have 
produced these favorable 
results." 

Looking at results, the 
data shows that an average 
of 88.5 percent of Hamp- 
stead students in grades 3 
through 8 tested in levels 4 
and 3 in reading - that is, 
they tested in the Proficient 
with Distinction (Level 4, 
the highest level) and Profi- 
cient (Level 3) categories. 
The state average for the 
same cohort in reading for 
this latest testing results is 
79.333, putting Hampstead 
results significantly over 



state averages. 

The test places student 
scores in four levels; in 
addition to the two above, 
Level 2 is Partially Profi- 
cient, and Level 1 is Sub- 
stantially Below Proficient. 

Data from the last five 
years indicate Hampstead 
has traditionally scored 
higher than the state. Look- 
ing back at the reading 
results from 2007, 88.5 per- 
cent of Hampstead students 
in grades 3 through 8 scored 
in Levels 4/3, while the state 
average for the same cohort 
of students in 2007 was 
72.8333 percent. 

Comparing the math 
test results from the Octo- 
ber NECAP testing, the data 
shows that an average of 84 
percent of Hampstead stu- 
dents in grades 3 through 8 
scored in the Proficient with 
Distinction and Proficient 
levels. The state average for

Residents Amend Budget 
Article to Include Merit Raises

SANDOWN - Voters at deliberative 
session disagreed with a majority budget 
committee decision to cut funds, this 
time in the form of selectmen-approved 
employee merit raises. 

Article 1 on the warrant, the operat- 
ing budget, was first on the docket for 
voters who came out early on Saturday, 
Feb. 5, to discuss the articles at delibera- 
tive session before they went to secret bal- 
lot vote in March. The first session of 
town meeting saw 83 residents (almost 3 
percent of registered voters), but while 
people filled the town hall in the morn- 
ing, by the end of the meeting, at about 



3:30 p.m., just about 30 people remained, 
including 16 public officials. 

Sandown has 2,767 registered voters. 

Some consternation was shown this year 
after a majority of budget committee mem- 
bers (chair Mindy Salomone-Abood, Cathy 
Gorman, Robert Millard and Ralph Millard) 
removed 2 percent merit raises. While budget 
committee members said they were looking to 
keep costs as low as possible in a still strug- 
gling economy, others questioned the wisdom 
of the relatively small savings - approximately 
$ 16,000 - when weighed against the benefit of 
rewarding quality employees. 

Selectman Brenda Copp, along with 
the rest of the board, has been at the fore- 
front of fighting for the employees, and

School Course Material Bill Not an Issue for Chester

CHESTER - Though ad- 
ministrators across the state 
are concerned with some of 
the legislation coming out of 
the House in Concord that 
aims to change how public 
schools are run, the latest law 
to affect schools isn't worry- 
ing Chester Academy much. 
Administrators said that law, 
prompted by House Bill (HB) 
542, doesn't change much in 
how the school already oper- 
ates. 



HB 542 passed into law in 
early January following an 
override of Governor John 
Lynch's veto. It requires school 
districts to develop a policy 
allowing an exception to spe- 
cific course material if found 
objectionable by a parent. 

However, many schools, 
including Chester Academy, 
already have policies in 
place, along with a history 
of working with parents on 
just such an issue. 

Chester interim superin- 
tendent Jim Gaylord said the 
school already had a policy 



for dealing with objection- 
able material, but a new pol- 
icy would have to be devel- 
oped to make sure it fell in 
line with the new law. He 
presented a draft policy, writ- 
ten up by the New Hamp- 
shire School Boards Associa- 
tion, to the school board at 
its February meeting, but 
noted any changes wouldn't 
be significant. 

Gaylord said Chester 
Academy has always 
respected parents' objec- 
tions and understood the 
need to work with them. 



He questioned why the 
legislature decided to create 
the law, as it was his under- 
standing that most schools 
in the state were already 
working with parents to the 
same ends. 

Principal Leslie Leahy 
said that after reviewing the 
law and attending a session 
to learn more about it, she 
doesn't think it will affect 
her school very much. The 
bill's language puts the 
responsibility for the cost of 
alternative course material 
on the parent, and requires 



parents and their school dis- 
trict to agree on that sepa- 
rate material. It still must 
meet state requirements for 
the subject area in question. 

"Actually reading it and 
going over it (the law), it has 
more of an impact on par- 
ents then us," said Leahy, 
adding that the school wasn't 
a stranger to providing alter- 
native course material for 
religious or cultural objec- 
tions. She gave the example 
of sex education and the 
need to separate some stu- 
dents from the majority's dis- 



cussion because their par- 
ents have concerns. 

Leahy said the school 
will use that experience 
with the new law. 

Though some have ac- 
cused the law of potentially 
fostering an antagonistic rela- 
tionship between school and 
parent, Leahy said she thinks 
it was created to encourage a 
partnership, and is meant to 
get the two sides to the table. 
She conceded that there are 
districts in the state that are 
less accommodating to par- 
ent requests.

ing, insulation, metal, 300- 
gallon fuel tanks, a recre- 
ational vehicle and four 
tractor trailers filled with 
tires and one with gas tanks, 
those who know the proper- 
ty say it's in better condition 
these days than they've ever 
seen it. An aerial photo 
from 2000 shows its two 
acres filled almost entirely 
with junk cars. 

Still, many expect to 
find whole buried cars, and 
adjacent to large wetlands 
there is much solid waste, 
some of it partially buried. 

On Jan. 19, following 
the site walk, a letter was 
sent to property owner 
Lorette LeClair and her son 
Wayne LeClair, outlining 
"serious environmental 
impacts." While the letter 
states it is the LeClairs' 
responsibility to pay for 
cleanup, both indicated that 
funds were not available, 
and DES stepped in. Those 
costs are still the responsi- 
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bility of the property owner. 

The LeClairs already 
owe nearly $1 million to the 
town as a result of various 
civil court settlements. 

Late last week, the 
garage near the entrance of 
the property was filled to 
capacity with containers, 
from 30 to 40 fuel cans of 
multiple volumes to gas 
tanks and drums. Workers 
with Enpro were busy tak- 
ing readings on the contents 
and consolidating all like 
materials together for trans- 
port off site. 

Project manager Gard- 
ner Warr said his company's 
goal was to secure the site 
so that it presented just a 
solid waste issue rather than 
the hazardous waste issue it 
has been for decades. 

Workers expected to 
start transporting materials 
off site early this week. The 
contents will go to facilities 
where oil-based materials 



will be recycled into usable 
fuel blends. Warr said that 
as much of the material as 
possible will be recycled. 

Enpro was also digging 
up high contamination 
areas on the property and 
collecting the polluted soil. 
This material will be trans- 
ported off site and recycled. 
Pictures taken last summer 
of a particularly polluted 
area show several 55 gallon 
drums overturned beside 
mounds of trash. By Feb. 2, 
that area had been excavat- 
ed and plans were in place 
to line and refill it. 

Enpro will not be hand- 
ling solid waste on site, and 
selectmen brainstormed 
ways to remove those mate- 
rials during their Feb. 2 
meeting. As a start, they 
agreed to pay up to $1,000 
to remove tires outside, on a 
suggestion by chair Steph 
Landau, who has been 
spearheading the town's 
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response to the site. 

Warr said he was finding 
the kinds of materials he 
would expect to, and added 
that while his company per- 
forms a host of environmen- 
tal clean-ups, one so close 
to a neighborhood was 
especially satisfying. 

"We're not usually in a 
neighborhood, but with this 
one there are a lot of people 
affected," said Warr. "We're 
glad we're able to assist." 

Volunteer members of 
the fire department kept 
watch over the process. The 
town has been struggling to 
keep Wayne LeClair and his 
friends off the site, and both 
fire and police are no 
stranger to the junkyard. 

"It's nice to see things 
happening, finally," said 
police chief Bill Burke as he 
toured the property. "It will 
give the neighbors a little 
hope." 

Code enforcement offi- 
cer Thom Roy said that in 
his years of enforcement, he 
has never worked on a site 
like LeClair's. Roy recently 
enforced an area on Auburn 
Road that was turning into a 
junkyard, but that site had 
owners willing to clean up 
the area and only held about 
20 vehicles.

Differing Philosophies on Role of Government Challenge E-911 System

SANDOWN - During 
deliberative session Satur- 
day, emergency responders 
urged voters to create a uni- 
fied house numbering sys- 
tem that they say could 
mean the difference bet- 
ween life and death for 
someone suffering a heart 
attack. 

Others argued that they 
didn't want the government 
telling them to put a house 
number and post in the 
front of their properties, 
and that making sure their 
house was properly num- 
bered was a matter of per- 
sonal responsibility. 

Police chief Joe Gordon 
and fire chief Bill Tapley 
and members of both police 
and fire and rescue have 
been looking to create an 
easier and more reliable way 
to find houses during emer- 
gency calls. While the town 
has a numbering ordinance, 



emergency responders said 
house numbers in town are 
unreliable. The numbers are 
in different locations, often 
difficult to see from the road 
or are not present, and they 
say that too often they 
arrive at the wrong house or 
have unnecessary delays in 
finding the right home. 

They're urging the town 
to approve an E-911 system, 
which would have every 
property in town equipped 
with a reflective sign detail- 
ing the road number. All 
would be identical in shape, 
size and location on the 
property. 

While the article asks 
for $30,000 to pay for the 
system, a grant in the works 
could bring that cost down 
to $8,000, or an average of 
about $4 per house, after a 
matching grant and soft 
money contributions from 
the town. 

Resident Roger Barczak 
said he did not think there 
was a need for the number- 



ing system. 

"Numbering your house 
is a personal responsibility," 
said Barczak. "To have the 
government put a tag in 
front of their house is 
incomprehensible to the 
rights of individuals." 

A comment by Barczak 
that there were only a few 
houses with numbers that 
couldn't be seen from the 
road was taken up by others 
who argued against the arti- 
cle, until Gordon said it was 
much more than just a few 
houses. 

"We're out there 24/7 to 
provide service to the com- 
munity. I couldn't give you a 
percentage (on how many 
houses have insufficient 
numbering) but there's a 
frequent problem with find- 
ing house numbers," said 
Gordon. 

He said that though 
there was an expense to the 
program, a standard sign 
was easier to find and 
would help emergency 



responders, both local 
responders and mutual aid. 

Fire/rescue member Mike 
Devine said some roads have 
mailboxes on only one side 
of the street, complicating 
finding houses. 

Others argued that it 
would be wiser to enforce 
an existing ordinance than 
to institute a new one, but 
emergency responders were 
dubious about the prospect, 
especially around the 
ponds, where houses are 
close together and front 
door access is not uniform. 

A GPS system for finding 
homes was recommended, 
but emergency responders 
said that while they were 
working on one, it was years 
out, and can be unreliable. 

"If the house is burning, 
we'll find it," said Tapley. 
"But if you're choking, that 
may be the difference." 

Fire/rescue Lt. Jon Gold- 
man said uniformity and 
consistency were what was 
being sought, and gave fig- 



ures about the importance 
of time when dealing with 
life-threatening situations. 

Resident Robert Millard 
was against the system, in 
part because he thinks the 
signs would be gaudy. 

Gordon Champion said 
he empathized with emer- 
gency responders, but that 
the town should be embar- 
rassed to be discussing the 
issue, seeing that there was 
already an ordinance, and 
the better solution was 
enforcement, especially as 
enforcement would bring 
revenue to town. 

Charles Vey argued that 
if the issue came down to a 
sense of urgency, the town 
should give responders the 
tools they needed. 

In the middle of Cham- 
pion's speech, the fire 
department was toned out 
and several left the meeting 
for a time. 

Fire/rescue member Lisa 
Tapley said, "It's not just 
personal responsibility, 



there's a safety issue here." 

Selectman chair Hans 
Nicolaisen said he could see 
all sides of the issue and it 
could be debated all day, but 
ended the discussion by 
stating that the best course 
of action was to let the arti- 
cle go to the secret ballot 
vote in March. 

A similar argument 
about the role of govern- 
ment was brought up dur- 
ing article 18, which seeks 
to raise $25,000 to continue 
a mosquito surveillance 
program in town. While 
some said preventing the 
spread of disease through 
mosquito bites (namely 
West Nile Virus and Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis) was a 
matter of personal responsi- 
bility, others argued that the 
matter was of grave con- 
cern, especially for vulnera- 
ble populations, and a 
town-wide system was more 
effective in combating the 
potential problem. 



Recycling Numbers Up, Trash Down in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - The Re- 
cycling and Waste Disposal 
Committee reviewed the 
final numbers for 2011 and 
expressed pleasure in what 
they saw. 

"Our final recycling and 
trash tonnage amounts have 
been tallied and we are proud 
to say that the residents of 
Hampstead decreased trash 
tonnage by 2.5 percent and 
increased recycling by 5.5 
percent," said committee 
member Ellen Cabral. 

In other business: 

• Residents have raised 
questions about whether 



they can use their own 35- 
gallon barrels for recycling, 
and the answer is yes. 

Cabral said as long as 
the barrels are 35 gallons or 
less, any receptacle can be 
used for single stream recy- 
cling materials, if residents 
go to Town Hall and get the 
recycling sticker to place on 
the receptacle. The recycle 
trucks will pick up any bar- 
rel or box of the appropriate 
size that bears the official 
recycling sticker. 

• Hampstead has joined 
the program called Recycle - 
bank. Cabral, working with 
Recyclebank's Jason Buck, 
secured Hampstead's selec- 
tion as the municipality to 



represent New Hampshire 
in Recyclebank's 50 State 
Challenge, sponsored by SC 
Johnson. One municipality 
from each state will imple- 
ment the program free for a 
two -year period and be eli- 
gible for a $100,000 grant. 
For New Hampshire that 
municipality is Hampstead. 

The program works to 
boost recycling rates and 
reduce tipping fees and the 
overall trash budget. Recy- 
clebank also allows partici- 
pating residents to earn 
rewards for recycling by 
reporting weekly, online or 
by phone, that they recycled. 
Each month the committee 
will supply the total tonnage 



recycled by the town, which 
will be divided by the num- 
ber of residents, to come up 
with an average that would 
then earn each participating 
resident points to be 



redeemed for gift certificates 
and discounts. 

The Recycling Commit- 
tee will be supervising and 
coordinating the program. 

Cabral said the program 



starts on Earth Day, April 22, 
and residents will be able to 
participate in the Recycle- 
bank program at no charge 
for two years. More details 
will be available in March.

Editorial 

Get the Full Picture 



The right to vote is a hallmark of 
living in America. In patriotic 
speeches, politicians declaim that 
our military fight to defend that 
right, a right that residents of far too 
many countries can only dream of 
obtaining. 

But all too often, we don't give 
that right the respect and care it 
deserves. We don't turn out in large 
numbers to cast ballots unless it's a 
Presidential election. And many of 
us don't take the time before an elec- 
tion to get the answers to all the 
questions a warrant article may raise. 

We urge you to get those 
answers. If you don't understand 
what you're voting for or against, 
you're treating the right to vote with 
disrespect. 

What kinds of questions might 
you ask? 

On a bond measure, find out 
what kind of financial obligation is 
imposed for each year of the bond. 
That's often unclear; you'll hear what 
it will cost the first year, but the 
money will come out of your pocket 
for the life of the bond. 

How about a union contract? 
Sometimes a contract covers just one 
year, and if so, its costs are likely to 
be clear. But most contracts are for 
two or three years. Make sure you 



understand the costs attached to 
each additional year of the contract - 
you won't be asked to vote for it in 
consecutive years, but the money 
will be added to the overall budget 
and will be part of your tax bill. 

And money isn't everything. Does 
the contract take into consideration 
the economic downturn? Are work- 
ers paying more of their insurance 
than before? Get the full picture. 

Because the choice is yours. Each 
warrant article has pros and cons - 
some may be harder to define than 
others, but it pays to listen to both 
sides. If you're only hearing one side, 
you may be missing something. 

For example, it shouldn't sway 
your vote that the budget committee 
- or your neighbor - recommends or 
doesn't recommend a warrant article. 
Get the facts yourself. Don't be per- 
suaded by scare tactics, and make 
sure to consider the source. Get the 
facts behind the hype. 

A letter in one of our editions this 
week refers to the taxpayer as the 
"forgotten third person" in budget 
discussions. Well, you're the taxpay- 
er. Don't forget your right to get all 
the facts before you make your deci- 
sion. 

And while you're at it, don't for- 
get to vote. 
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Hiding in Cyber Space 

To the editor: 

There are many good 
reasons for people to 
remain anonymous, fear of 
reprisal being the most 
prominent. 

Needing to explain this 
to a newspaper editor is 
unusual. Any credible news 
source needs to be a 
staunch ally of people who 
wish to remain anonymous 
and the need to then follow 
up with attributable sources 
on both sides of the story. 
While I haven't attended 
town meetings since mov- 
ing to Chester, there have 
been numerous examples as 
reported by this newspaper 
that would make normal 
citizens hesitant to raise 
legitimate concerns for fear 
of public chastising. 

Elected officials and 
town managers need to 
accept feedback from all 
sources, even those utiliz- 
ing modern technology, and 
do their due diligence to 
investigate town concerns. 
Sometimes false rumors and 
speculation, whether attrib- 
utable or not, rise to a level 
that warrants a public 
response, in which case the 
response should focus sole- 
ly on setting the record 
straight.

Proud to be a Democrat

When I entered college 
in the late '60s, I was 
annoyed at the emergence 
of the "counter culture," 
feeling that the Left was 
pushing too far, trying to 
undermine a system that I 
thought was based upon

good values - patriotism, 
fairness, and freedom. 

Even after the Watergate 
crisis, I felt safer supporting 
the Republican "establish- 
ment." I thought that 
Democrats were far too cyn- 
ical about the influence of 
industry on public policy. 

I flirted with Libertari- 
anism for a time, finding 
Cato Institute publications 
often captured my own 
inclination toward a "live 
and let live" philosophy. But 
I never quite understood 
how they could embrace a 
foreign policy ideology that 
was so narrowly defined as 
to relate mainly to matters 
of commerce. 

By 1989 I still felt 
aligned with Republicans 
on fiscal matters, but often 
described myself as a "fiscal 
conservative and a social 
liberal." I was growing 
increasingly uncomfortable 
with Republicans' willing- 
ness to accommodate the 
religious right and what I 
felt were rigid, intolerant 
social views. By then I was 
probably what the far right 
today derisively refers to as 
a RINO (Republican In 
Name Only). 

Another factor in my 
philosophical journey from 
the right to the center/left 
was the influence and 
patience of my beautiful 
and loving wife of the last 
32 years. She was raised in 
poverty in east Tennessee, 
unlike the relative affluence 
I had been fortunate to 
experience. 

Through her eyes I 
learned how important gov- 
ernment programs were to 
an indigent family, further 
impoverished when her 
father was killed unexpect- 
edly in an auto accident 
when she was a teenager. 



Through her eyes I learned 
how important it is to 
accept others as you find 
them, especially if you are 
seeking the same accept- 
ance from out on the mar- 
gins, where she and her 
family had been consigned. 

As she began to nudge 
me gently to the left, I began 
to realize that the character- 
ization of Democrats as 
"socialists" or "tax and 
spend liberals" was inaccu- 
rate and often the result of a 
constant and unfortunately 
effective drumbeat of right- 
leaning political hyperbole. 
Along with a struggling 
economy, this hyperbole 
facilitated a sea change in 
our state legislature in 2010, 
but it is a change we cannot 
continue to embrace.

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Police Committee Switches to Architect's Design Proposal

HAMPSTEAD - After an 
in-depth discussion involv- 
ing everyone in attendance 
at the Police Building Com- 
mittee meeting, the commit- 
tee voted unanimously in 
favor of the architect's de- 
sign for the building. 

The decision at the Feb. 
1 meeting was based on 
what civil engineer Mark 
Gross reported to the com- 
mittee regarding the site and 
what the architect, Kyle 
Barker, advised. 

The proposed police sta- 
tion will be on the warrant this 
year, and requires voter 
approval before it can proceed. 



The committee had 
started out determined to 
develop a plan that envi- 
sioned a 5,000-square-foot 
building that could be con- 
structed for $1 million. 
None of the members of the 
committee had architectural 
or building design training, 
but they were confident 
they could design an effi- 
cient building that would be 
adequate for the police and 
the community After they 
did their first rough draw- 
ings, they toured four area 
police stations. 

"That really opened our 
eyes," member Tony Ram- 
say said. 

He said they were struck 
by two things in particular: 



at every station, they heard, 
"We wish we had made this 
or that bigger or added this 
or that;" and they realized 
immediately that 5,000 
square feet would not be 
adequate for the future - 
and hardly for the present. 

"If we had built a 5,000- 
square-foot building, we 
would be back adding on to 
it in just a few years," Ram- 
say said. 

The committee reworked 
its design and ended up 
with a single floor and full 
basement concept of 7,600 
square feet. They distrib- 
uted the design to several 
local contractors, and work- 
ing with local resident Sal 
Moccia of Hampstead Con- 



sultants, Inc., developed a 
final design and estimated a 
"not to exceed" price of 
$1.1 million. 

Moccia produced con- 
struction drawings for the 
committee, which quickly 
realized it had reached the 
limits of its members' ex- 
pertise and did not have 
enough information to seek 
the bond required. At that 
point, the committee sent 
out a Request for Proposals 
for bids from architectural 
firms that would include 
civil engineer expertise. 

The bid chosen was Bark- 
er Architects, Inc., of Con- 
cord, the architect of record 
for the previous three police 
station designs that failed to 



obtain voter approval. Civil 
engineer Mark Gross had 
worked on the Iron Gate 
development that put in Vet- 
erans Way and had done work 
on the town-owned site where 
the station building would go. 

The information that 
Barker and Gross brought to 
the committee was game 
changing - knowledge of 
granite ledge at the site and 
blasting required for the com- 
mittee's design. The topogra- 
phy of the site would also 
require significant site work, 
with difficult driveway pitch- 
es and parking area work. 

Barker converted the 
committee's design to a one- 
level building that meets the 
topographical challenges of 



the site and would save 
$50,000 in blasting and site 
work costs. Despite its 
being all on one level, 
which increases construc- 
tion costs, the increase 
would be offset and reduced 
by eliminating the stairwell, 
elevator and other things 
associated with the two- 
level design. In the end, 
Barker's one level design 
would be slightly less 
expensive to construct. 

The committee was 
reluctant to give up on the 
original design, but saving 
money and increasing effi- 
ciency won the day and 
members voted unanimous- 
ly to go with the single level 
design Barker proposed.

Copp, who is liaison to the 
budget committee, was busy 
at the start of the delibera- 
tive session making motions 
to return funds to the budg- 
et that the committee had 
removed. 

Including the raises, Copp 
also successfully moved to re- 
place $100,000 into the high- 
way paving line from the 
annual road system action 
plan warrant article (tradition- 
ally $100,000 of that article 
has been kept in the budget 
in the event the article fails, 
but this year the committee 
took it out of the budget). 
Also placed back into the 
budget were $3,505 for fire 
department benefits and 
$1,000 for grants mistakenly 
left out of the proposed sum. 

There was little discussion 
on Copp's motion to put back 
the raises, and by the time the 



vote came it was clear why 
Just a handful of residents 
voted against the raises, four 
of whom are members of the 
budget committee. 

Copp argued that it was a 
small sum, and that it was 
going to employees who 
often go above and beyond 
the call of duty to save the 
town money. She argued that 
the $16,000 increased the 
budget by only a fraction. 

Copp, usually the one argu- 
ing to keep costs down, stated, 
"I very seldom recommend 
increases to the budget, but this 
time I feel it's appropriate." 

Resident and library trus- 
tee Louise Pajak spoke in favor 
of the raises, saying employees 
deserved them. "These are our 
friends and neighbors, and if 
you don't want to see more 
unions in this town, we need 
to support the people we 
have," she said. 

The operating budget 
that will go to vote in March 
totaled $3,277,300.93 by 
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the end of the meeting. 

All articles passed, most 
with unanimous or nearly 
unanimous support, but a few 
did see amendments, and in 
the case of the final article, a 
citizen's petition that took 
more than an hour at the tail 
end of the meeting to finalize, 
wording changes were made 
that took its legs out from 
under it. 

Articles are as follows, 
with amendments listed. 

Articles 3 and 4, related to 
the police union contract, 
passed without amendments. 

Article 5: $176,000 ad- 
dition to the capital reserve 
fund to build a police station. 

Article 6: To accept the 
highway block grant. 

Article 7: While the arti- 
cle originally designated 
$450,000 for the latest phase 
of the road improvement 
plan, $100,000 was removed 
from the article and placed 
into the budget. 

Article 8: To create the 



Plowing Expendable Trust 
Fund with $100. 

Article 9: To raise $3,200 
for the Old Home Days cel- 
ebration. 

Article 10: To approve 
the town's 25 percent match 
of a $214,435 Hazardous 
Mitigation grant to fix the 
culvert under Wells Village 
Road, through which the 
Exeter River flows. 

Article 11: To raise $16,000 
for improvements to the Old 
Meeting House. 

Article 12: To raise $19,700 
to add a handicap accessible 
restroom to the upstairs of 
town hall. 

Article 13: To raise $54,500 
for lower town hall office space 
conversion. 

Article 14: (see related story 
page 3) To raise $30,000 to 
implement a consistent house 
numbering system through- 
out town. This article had a 
note amended that states, "Em- 
ergency Management Director 
has applied for a $30,000 grant 
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which, pending approval, will 
be used to reduce the cost of 
this project." 

Article 15: Though this 
article initially asked to ac- 
cept a grant for Speed Traf- 
fic Enforcement of $11,520, 
contingent upon 100 per- 
cent federal funding through 
the New Hampshire High- 
way Safety Agency, it was 
amended to raise $6,658.50, 
"and said sum to be sup- 
plied 100 percent by federal 
funding through the State of 
New Hampshire Highway 
Safety Agency." 

Article 16 also asked to 
raise $11,520, but for Driving 
While Intoxicated patrols, 
and was amended identically 
to the preceding article. 

Article 17: To raise $6,000 
to insulate an interior wall of 



the highway garage. 

Article 18: To raise 
$25,500 to continue a mos- 
quito surveillance program. 

Article 19 saw much dis- 
cussion, as residents attempted 
to amend the citizen petition 
to make it more understand- 
able and eventually instead of 
raising the elderly real estate 
exemption amounts, it now 
reads, "Shall the town vote to 
create a study to increase the 
elderly real estate exemption 
dollar amounts..." 

While petition initiator 
Ralph Millard and his son 
Robert Millard argued vocally 
saying that the town's seniors 
needed some help, others said 
the article was misleading and 
its statement that Sandown 
provided the least in exemption 
amounts was too simplified. 
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Chester Likely to See Road Bond Article in May

CHESTER - The board 
of selectmen reviewed po- 
tential warrant articles for 
town meeting in May, and 
while it's still early in the 
process and things will like- 
ly change, the board agreed 
on a relatively small number 
of articles that they'd be 
willing to put to voters. 

The biggest item that 
will likely see voter review 
is a road bond article sug- 
gested by road agent Mike 
Oleson. He has been at- 
tempting to repair disinte- 
grating roads around town, 
especially East Derry Road, 
since he began as road 
agent, but has yet to achieve 
the necessary voting major- 
ity to get that work done. 
He and selectmen this year 
argue that the longer the 
work is put off, the more 
expensive it gets and the 
further into disrepair the 
entire town road infrastruc- 
ture becomes. 

While Oleson initially 



suggested that East Derry 
and the area of town includ- 
ing Jennifer, Holman, Park- 
er, Rand and Great Oak, and 
others to be determined, be 
packaged into a $6 million 
bond, selectmen are pon- 
dering an increased sum, 
mainly to complete the 
roads that were intended to 
be repaired under a 2004 
road bond. Oleson was not 
responsible for the previous 
road bond, which fell to 
then road agent Rob Brown. 

At the Thursday Feb. 2, 
meeting, the selectmen dis- 
cussed floating two articles, 
one for current projects and 
one for those that remained 
incomplete from the previ- 
ous bond, but decided to 
discuss it further when they 
could invite Oleson to a 
meeting. 

They also decided to 
wait for Oleson's recom- 
mendations on another 
highway department article 
on purchasing equipment, 
potentially a loader or back- 
hoe. 

Voters will likely see an 
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article to fund half the cost 
of a police cruiser, but with 
the discontinuation of the 
iconic Ford Crown Victoria, 
a definite price for that arti- 
cle was unknown last week. 

Selectmen are also look- 
ing to fund mandated 
repairs to Edwards Mill 
Dam, including reinforcing 
the concrete dam and creat- 
ing a new valve system for 



the structure. Again, a price 
tag was unknown, as the 
board is waiting for some 
engineering to be complet- 
ed. 

The board may also be 
looking to fund a mainte- 
nance-related capital re- 
serve fund to pay for a man- 
dated $25,000 re-piping of 
the town hall's oil tank. 
While there was some dis- 



cussion about using that 
same fund to save for town 
hall parking lot repairs and 
expansion, the selectmen 
were unsure that the 
$10,000 maintenance that 
liaison Joe Castricone sug- 
gested be saved would be 
sufficient for the expensive 
project. 

A new curtain for the 
multipurpose room, sug- 



gested by the recreation 
department, received mixed 
support from the board. 

Also discussed, but un- 
likely to need refunding, 
was the winter maintenance 
expendable trust fund used 
to help pay for plowing and 
sanding. With a light winter 
thus far, selectmen were 
dubious about the need to 
replenish the fund this year. 



Richardson Leaves Wason Pond Commission

CHESTER - After five 
years of service and chair- 
manship of the Wason Pond 
Commission, Baron Rich- 
ardson has decided to step 
back from the group, but 
even as he does so, he's put- 
ting out a call for more vol- 
unteers to keep the group 
moving. 

The Wason Pond Com- 
mission oversees happen- 
ings at the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recre- 
ation Area and is a great fit 
for residents who want to 
get involved or have a love 
of the outdoors or recre- 
ation but don't want a huge 
time commitment. Meetings 
are once a month and the 
level of involvement is up to 
members. 

The commission needs 
more members to make sure 
it can reach a quorum. 

The leadership of Rich- 
ardson and current chair 



and longtime member 
Chuck Myette led to the 
building of the timber frame 
covered bridge over the 
Wason Pond Dam last year. 
Selfless efforts at fundrais- 
ing and organizing on 
behalf of a small group pro- 
vided the entire town with a 
stately bridge that should 
last for generations. 

It was a project, Rich- 
ardson said, that stands as a 
crowning achievement, and 
has tied together a trail sys- 
tem and created Chester's 
newest scenic rest stop 

The commission is en- 
trusted with budgetary 
authority and the oversight 
of the preservation and 
management of the area. It 
consists of two conservation 
commission members, two 
recreation commission mem- 
bers, one board of select- 
men representative, one 
finance and budget repre- 
sentative, one At-Large rep- 
resentative, and two alter- 
nates, and any non-voting 



members as needed. 

Richardson joined the 
group as part of the conser- 
vation commission, where 
he's been serving since 
1999. And he, just like 
many volunteers in town, 
long overstayed his original 
term. But after the bridge 
was completed and follow- 
ing the success of other 
efforts, including routine 
clean-ups, he said it's time 
to focus elsewhere. 

He said he and other 
veterans will always be 
around for consultation, but 
the group needs new blood 
to keep a good thing going. 

The commission has 
been having a difficult time 
for many months attaining a 
quorum for meetings. Rich- 
ardson said the group espe- 
cially needs strong repre- 
sentation from the conser- 
vation and recreation com- 
missions to ensure good 
communication with the 
two groups responsible for 
implementing the master 
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plan and adhering to the 
area's conservation ease- 
ment. 

Wason Pond's only 
major project on the hori- 
zon is the Chester Field of 
Dreams efforts at fulfilling 
the master plan with the 
creation of playing fields on 
the front lawn. Chester 
Field of Dreams has been 
successful with fundraising 
efforts and foresees meeting 
its $65,000 goal soon. The 
fund currently has about 
$40,000. 

More routine projects 
include clean-ups, such as 
sprucing up the area on the 
back end of the pond that 
was recently logged for the 
bridge. The commission 
needs someone willing to 
move along basic projects 
by making phone calls and 
selecting dates. 

Those interested in find- 
ing out more are encour- 
aged to attend a meeting.

Monday of the month at the 
Wason Pond Community

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Mixed Results in State Assessment for Chester

CHESTER - According to 
the New England Common 
Assessment Program (NECAP) 
test results released on Jan. 
31, Chester Academy shows 
some improvement in read- 
ing and math and lost 
ground in writing, but in 
each area the school contin- 
ues to out test its counter- 
parts across New Hampshire. 

NECAP tests are admin- 
istered to grades three 
through eight and 1 1 as part 
of the New Hampshire 
Department of Education's 
(DOE) adherence to the fed- 
eral No Child Left Behind 
Act. The tests aim to provide 
a way to evaluate school and 
student performance in 
mathematics, reading, writ- 
ing and science according to 
pre-determined frameworks. 

Though many adminis- 
trators have questioned the 



rigor of the tests' findings, 
according to the DOE, the 
data provides a comprehen- 
sive view of performance 
based on the New Hamp- 
shire Grade-Level Expecta- 
tions, and results provide 
the opportunity for dis- 
tricts, schools, and the DOE 
to examine how effective 
they are in helping students 
achieve those standards. 

The tests categorize 
scores in four levels of pro- 
ficiency: level four, "Profi- 
cient with Distinction;" 
level three "Proficient;" 
level two "Partially Profi- 
cient;" and level one "Sub- 
stantially Below Proficient." 

This year at Chester 
Academy, 433 students took 
the reading and math tests 
and 163 were administered 
the writing test, with 83 
percent deemed proficient 
or better (scoring in levels 
three or four) on the read- 
ing test, 77 percent profi-

The filing period closed 
on Feb. 3, and current chair 



cient in math, and 67 per- 
cent proficient in writing. 

Those numbers are high- 
er than statewide percentages 
of 79 percent proficiency in 
reading, 67 percent in math 
and 54 percent in writing. 
Those percentages include 
grade 11 students as well. 

While it's not a one to 
one ratio to compare find- 
ings from year to year, as 
different sets of students 
take different tests each fall, 
the above numbers for 
Chester Academy show a 1 
percent increase in reading 
proficiency, and a 2 percent 
increase in math proficien- 
cy. Writing proficiency 
showed a drop from 75 per- 
cent proficiency. 

Principal Leslie Leahy 
presented the raw results to 
the school board at its Feb- 
ruary meeting. She noted 
both the increases in math 
and reading and the drop in 
writing scores, though she 
warned that as the writing 
test is only administered to 
fifth and eighth grade, com- 
paring year to year results is 
more difficult. She added 
that the school plans to 
work with individual stu- 
dents who struggled with 
the test, as is the norm, but 
was already in the process 
of changing portions of the 
writing curriculum. 
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Interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord questions the 
benefit of the test and its 
results and is looking for- 
ward to what's coming down 
the line to replace the pro- 
gram. He sees the No Child 
Left Behind Act as a punitive 
model, and the requirement 
that all schools be 100 per- 
cent proficient within its 
parameters by 2014 as set- 
ting up schools to fail. He 
said that what's in the works 
from the federal and state 
level is a growth model that 
more closely follows each 
student and looks for indi- 
vidual growth throughout 
the year. It's an important 
consideration, given that 
Chester Academy, like many 
schools, are failing to reach 
NECAP goals each year 
because sub categories of 
students, who may never be 
able to do the test on a par 
with their peer group, are 
struggling to do just that. 

School wide results ac- 



cording to grade are as fol- 
lows. 

Reading results: Third 
grade: 16 percent in level 
four, 70 percent in level 
three; 10 percent in level 
two and 4 percent in level 
one. Fourth grade: 37 per- 
cent in level four; 54 per- 
cent in level three; 8 percent 
in level two; 2 percent in 
level one. Fifth grade: 24 
percent in level four; 45 per- 
cent in level three; 21 per- 
cent in level two; 10 percent 
in level one. Sixth grade: 20 
percent in level four; 66 per- 
cent in level three; 11 per- 
cent in level two; 3 percent 
in level one. Grade seven: 
10 percent in level four; 70 
percent in level three; 14 
percent in level two; 6 per- 
cent in level one. Grade 
eight: 27 percent in level 
four; 64 percent in level 
three; 7 percent in level two 
and 3 percent in level one.

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Five-Year Technology Plan Goes to School Board

CHESTER - Chester 
Academy Principal Leslie 
Leahy presented a draft five- 
year technology plan to the 
school board at its Feb. 1 
meeting. It's a plan spear- 
headed by director of tech- 
nology Bill Cavanaugh and 
one that school board mem- 
bers applauded but will 
review and make recom- 
mendations on at future 
meetings. 

Most of the plan out- 
lines every piece of equip- 
ment in the school, includ- 
ing its age, estimated useful 
life, wiring needs, cost to 
replace, etc. And while that 
information intends to cre- 
ate a schedule of replace- 
ment, it also looks to pro- 
vide students with more 
technology. 

Leahy conceded that 
even three years out, while 



the need for a piece of 
equipment is known, what 
type of equipment the mar- 
ket will have available is 
unknown. 

The plan aims to keep in 
working order each com- 
puter lab currently available 
for grades five through eight 
- all obtained through 
grants - and to increase the 
number of computers in the 
lower grades. Currently 
there are two computers per 
classroom there but the 
school hopes to increase 
that to five. This would 
allow for more individual 
classroom use and the abili- 
ty to pool all of the devices 
together for a lab. 

"Ultimately we want to 
get more devices in the kids' 
hands," said Leahy, before 
explaining how the school 
is already reaping the bene- 
fits of those new tools. 

The principal said that 
like anyone, students bene- 



fit from new technology in 
countless ways, but particu- 
larly as it gives teachers 
many new ways to respond 
to individual needs. 

Leahy gave the example 
of the benefits autistic stu- 
dents are getting from cre- 
ative use of technology in 
the special education 
department. "We've seen 
such great gains with our 
kids," said Leahy, adding 
that she's seen how much 
new learning tools - such as 
speech recognition software 
and visual learning tools - 
have helped draw out those 
students as they progress 
through the grades. 

The school will always 
teach the basics, but Leahy 
looks at emerging technolo- 
gies as tools in the hands of 
teachers. 

Chester Academy's tech- 
nology committee is also 
looking at allowing students 
to bring their own devices 



into the classroom. Many 
students already have smart 
phones and some have 
tablets, and there's an argu- 
ment that schools should 
work with the materials stu- 
dents already have. 

That brings up ques- 
tions about how to ade- 
quately monitor usage to 
make sure those devices are 
used appropriately. School 
leaders are discussing the 
issue and meeting with 
other schools already un- 
dertaking such efforts to 
find out their concerns and 
comments. 

"We're working through 
what seems to make sense 
and what is reasonable and 
fair to students and reason- 
able and fair to teachers," 
said Leahy. 

Personal technology is a 
mixed blessing but the 
school is not ready to ignore 
the benefits because of the 
potential downsides. Any 



policy on those devices 
would also be reviewed and 
commented on by the 
school board. 

As Leahy presented the 
draft plan to the school 
board, she commented on 
fundraising plans aimed at 
closing a funding gap 
between where the school 
wants be in relation to tech- 
nology this year and where 
current budgeting stands. 
There's a gap of about 
$5,000, and Leahy noted a 
couple of fundraisers plan- 
ned to shorten it. 

While school board 
members applauded efforts 
at fundraising, they made it 
clear that such efforts 
should not be the status quo 
when making sure students 
have access to technology. 

School board member 
Mike Romick said the per- 
centage of the school's cur- 
rent budget that goes 
toward technology was not 



appropriate and that the 
district needed to start put- 
ting more money into those 
efforts. 

In partial explanation of 
that budget percentage, 
Leahy said that in light of 
the current economy, the 
school was level funding its 
technology budget for the 
next two years. 

Leahy agreed, however, 
that fundraising was a 
short-term solution. 

"This is Leslie's effort at 
supplementing the budget, 
but it doesn't mean that car 
washes and bake sales are 
going to fund technology in 
an institution this large. 
That's not viable," said chair 
Royal Richardson. 

Both Richardson and 
Romick said the plan was a 
good tool to be raised during 
budget talks with the budget 
committee, as background 
information to obtain proper 
funding levels.

Moyer has signed 
up to run again; other candi- 
dates for the seats are Neil 
Emerson, Paul Wentworth, 
Chris Dane and Paul Carideo. 

All the other candidate 
positions are unopposed. 
Incumbent Neil Reardon 
has signed up for the Town 
Moderator two-year term; 
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Police Chief Joe Beaudoin is 
seeking another three-year 
term of office; incumbent 
Jeffrey Mackey has signed 
up for a three-year Trustee 
of the Cemeteries seat; 
incumbent Brian Vass is 
running for a Trustee of the 
Trust Fund three-year term; 
Budget Committee incum- 
bent Proctor Wentworth has 
signed up for a three-year 
term; and incumbent Pam 
Hartung signed up for a six- 
year term as a Supervisor of 
the Checklist. 

The School District side 
has no contested seats. 
Three School Board posi- 
tions are open - a two-year 
term and two three-year 
seats. Jim Stewart signed up 
for the two-year term and 
incumbents Greg Hoppa 
and Jaye Dimando signed 
up for the three-year seats.

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Sandown NECAP Results Relatively Level with Last Year

SANDOWN - Sandown's 
elementary schools contin- 
ue to perform well on the 
New England Common As- 
sessment Program (NECAP) 
tests. Proficiency with sub- 
ject matter tested stayed rel- 
atively level with last year's 
results and in most areas, 
the three grades tested, 
third, fourth and fifth, were 
on par if not slightly outper- 
forming their peers across 
their district and state. 

The results of the tests, 
which were released Jan. 31, 
do not track students from 
year to year but instead 
record performance in each 
new group of students as 
they enter each successive 
grade. The tests are admin- 
istered in the fall soon after 
the students start the new 



school year, and ostensibly 
show how able they are to 
deal with the current year's 
course work. 

Students are tested in 
three areas - reading, writing 
and mathematics - and are 
assessed in four different cat- 
egories. According to the 
New Hampshire Department 
of Education (DOE), scoring 
at Proficient with Distinction 
(level four) and Proficient 
(level three) indicate that the 
student has the proficiency 
necessary to begin success- 
fully working on current 
grade content and skills. Per- 
formance at Partially Profi- 
cient (level two) or Substan- 
tially Below Proficient (level 
one) indicates that addition- 
al instruction is needed on 
the previous grade's content 
and skills. 

At North School the test 
was administered only to 



third graders, and at Cen- 
tral, to both fourth and fifth 
graders. 

The results for the test 
administered in October in 
Sandown are as follows. 

In third grade, 69 stu- 
dents were tested in both 
reading and math. 

In Grade 3 reading, 17 
percent of the class scored 
in level four; 55 percent in 
level three; 22 percent in 
level two and 6 percent in 
level one. 

This year's reading test 
scores showed a drop com- 
pared with last year's scores, 
but it's a different popula- 
tion taking the test each 
year. Last year 93 percent of 
third graders were in levels 
four and three (the profi- 
cient levels) and this year 
72 percent were. Statewide, 
81 percent were deemed 
proficient this year. 



In Grade 3 math, 35 per- 
cent of students scored in 
level four, 51 percent in 
level three; 14 percent in 
two; and none in level one. 

North outperformed the 
state by 10 percentage 
points, with 86 percent pro- 
ficient in math. 

In Grade 4 at Central 
School, 82 students were 
tested for both reading and 
math skills and 86 fifth 
grade students were tested 
in those disciplines plus 
writing. 

Fourth grade reading 
had 22 percent of students 
in level four; 65 percent in 
level three; 12 percent in 
level two; and 1 percent in 
level one in Sandown. 
Fourth grade math had 17 
percent in level four; 63 per- 
cent in level three; 18 per- 
cent in level two; and 1 per- 
cent in level one. 



Statewide 79 percent of 
fourth graders were deemed 
in levels four and three in 
reading and 76 percent in 
math, compared to Central 
fourth graders with 87 and 
80 percent. 

Grade 5 reading at Cen- 
tral had 37 percent of stu- 
dents in level four; 50 per- 
cent of students in level 
three; 10 percent in level 
two and 2 percent in level 
one. In fifth grade math, 23 
percent were in level four; 
63 percent were level three; 
14 percent were level two 
and zero students scored in 
the bottom level. 

Statewide, 77 percent of 
fifth graders were deemed 
proficient in math com- 
pared to Central's 87 per- 
cent. Statewide math scores 
had 76 percent proficiency, 
compared to Central's 86 
percent. 



In fifth grade writing, 13 
percent were level four; 47 
percent were level three; 40 
percent were level two and 
1 percent were in level one. 

Last year, writing scores 
were slightly higher, with 
68 percent of test takers 
deemed proficient. 

The NECAP is a joint 
effort among New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Maine and 
Rhode Island to abide by 
the federal No Child Left 
Behind Act, and though the 
test is being phased out and 
the state is looking for 
waivers to provisions of the 
federal education law, in its 
press release the DOE states 
that "the results provide a 
comprehensive view of per- 
formance in mathematics, 
reading, and writing based 
on the New Hampshire 
Grade-Level Expectations."

this same cohort is 74.4, 
and again Hampstead stu- 
dents scored significantly 
above the state average. 
Going back to the 2007 
results, an average of 
79.1666 of Hampstead stu- 
dents in grades 3 through 8 
in math scored in Levels 4 
and 3, while the average 
state score was 66.5 percent 
for the combined levels 4 
and 3. 

NECAP testing is done 
only for students in grades 5 
and 8 for writing. In that 
area, 58 percent of Hamp- 
stead fifth graders on the 
October 2011 testing were 
in levels 4 and 3, while the 
state average for the same 
cohort of students was 55 
percent. At the eighth grade 
level, 77 percent of Hamp- 
stead students were in the 
proficient levels 4 and 3 for 
the writing category, while 
the state average was 61 
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percent. 

Looking back to 2007 
test results, 80 percent of 
Hampstead fifth graders 
scored at levels 4 and 3, 
while the state average was 
52 percent for the combined 
levels 4 and 3. At the eighth 
grade level, Hampstead 
scored 75 percent in com- 
bined levels 4 and 3 while at 
the state level, that figure 
was 43 percent scored.

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St. Christopher's Church Celebrates First 50 Years

HAMPSTEAD - St. 
Christopher's Episcopal 
Church didn't start where it 
is today but it has survived 
and grown steadily over its 
half century in existence, 
becoming a vibrant, flour- 
ishing parish that takes its 
role in the community as 
seriously as it does its com- 
mitment to its parishioners. 

The rich and energetic 
history of the stewards of 
the church trace its begin- 
nings back to a small group 
of people from South 
Kingston and Plaistow who 
in 1962 decided to form a 
new parochial mission of 
Exeter's Christ Church. 

St. Christopher's began 
small, driven by a small but 
highly motivated and dedi- 
cated group of people. They 
started in a building steeped 
in history, a one-room 
chapel built in 1883 and 
dedicated in 1894 as the 
Union Chapel in South 
Kingston, which was not 



being used in 1962. 

This small, vigorous and 
dedicated group of parish- 
ioners renovated the chapel 
and held their first service 
there on July 1, 1962, and 
regular services were in 
progress by fall. The Ladies 
Aid Society in Kingston that 
owned the chapel decided 
to sell it to the group for $1 
and it became St. Christo- 
pher's Chapel of South 
Kingston, becoming a 
diocesan mission within a 
year and calling its first 
Vicar, The Rev. Herbert 
Skelly. 

The congregation grew 
and the next step saw the 
chapel physically relocated 
to the corner of Route 125 
and Old Country Road in 
Plaistow. By 1984 the 
church building was at 90 
percent capacity and the 
church school space 
cramped. In 1988 the 
church moved to rented 
space in Plaistow because 
the parishioners had bought 
an old farm property at 187 
East Road in Hampstead to 



build a church. The farm 
house was adapted for use 
as a parish house and the 
church building was con- 
structed where the barn had 
stood. 

The first service in the 
newly constructed St. 
Christopher's was held on 
Nov. 26, 1989. Since then 
the congregation has con- 
tinued to grow and it draws 
parishioners from many 
surrounding communities. 
The church has grown in 
the programs it offers its 
parishioners and in the out- 
reach it provides. Today the 
church provides many serv- 
ices and programs to its 
parishioners and to the 
community, and the build- 
ing is used not only by the 
parishioners but by commu- 
nity groups and organiza- 
tions as well. 

The Rev. Miriam Aceve- 
do became Vicar of St. 
Christopher's on May 1, 
2000. Rev. Acevedo has con- 
tinued to help St. Christo- 
pher's Church grow in all its 
many aspects. She express-

ed pleasure at watching St.
